Arden I've had a HP330C for years - the 330B with a diode envelope 
detector. 


For some these doo-dads take lots of the fun outa things because they tell 

a quantative tale about an audio chain's linearity. For instance, all-triode 
audio sequences really have a 1 and 1/7th power input to output voltage 
transfer function that only feedback can linearize. Jump back 

tech-ish audiophiles. 


Their physics is super-simple. There's a sinusoidal notch filter that 
"about only" let's non-sinusoidal stuff pass. Computing the magnitute of 
these non-sinusiodals is the function of the range switches & the meter - 
or in the 334C's case, perhaps an auto-ranger. 


I found 300-3000hz audio at <5% distortion on 32V3s, Ranger II, and 
a Gonset G76 was attainable at 50-70% rated max. modulation output. 


At full strap, a 32V3 makes ~20% distortion at 60W fm it's 807s AB2. 


Best rig at ratings was a J-box 500 doing ~7% at 250W fm it's class B 
811As (@ 2500V on the plates yet!!!). 


Nothing would go under ~250hz w/o skyrocketing distortion. Reason 
was lack of X-sub-L in wdg.s. This is something that no amount 
of 'respected' RC-coupling audio mod.s can ever fix. 


If ya wanna try something, use FM radio as AM ham-rig audio source while 
same rig on a dummy load. Boy do they sound BAD on wide bandwidth RX. 

Like an SX25/28... and BAD critereon is A/B-ing sound against another FM rx 
on same station. 


Which brings up another puzzle & that's how can over-the-air quality tests 
be responsible if there's a narrow-bandwith communications RX in 
the fidelity judgement loop, Reminds me of an old joke punchline: 


"how do it know?" 


But hams can converse forever on audio processing and ‘settings' that 
make things sound better. Psychoacoustics. 


Nonetheless the distortion (& noise... don't forget) meters are GREAT 
and many large BC stations once had ‘em so they're not too scarce. 


Hey and the 334's auto-ranging null-bridge sounds like an amazing thing 
I've never seen.

David and all, 


I can't see why you'd want to power up the R-392 from 2 separate power 
supplies... The receiver (and the rest of the GRC-19 system, which is this 
receiver is a part of), is intended to be operated from 26.5V which is the 
nominal fully charged voltage of a 24V battery. The receiver is not designed 
for voltages higher than 28V which is about what the system voltage would be 
with a charger connected to the battery. Higher than design voltages will 
stress the components unnecessarily and will cause premature failures. 

The audio output tube especially gets hot as it is... There is a solid-state 
replacement for that tube that was made for the R-392 and Fair Radio carries 
it from time to time. 

It doesn't work well in every receiver. The gain sometimes is too high 
and/or there is a lot of phase imbalance in the push-pull circuit and it'll 
break into oscillations in the form of a strong audible whistle... The 
receiver will work AS INTENDED, with full specifications from a single 24 to 
28 V supply which is capable of supplying around 3.5A. Regulation is really 
not necessary because if you hit the median voltage with your average line 
voltage, you'll be still within the proper input range. A little supply 
voltage fluctuation is not even noticeable stability and sensitivity-wise. 
I've been using R-392's for around 18 years, THE FIRST I GOT has never been 
even overhauled, has the original tubes (manufactured in 1952) AND STILL 
PERFORMS WITH NO PROBLEMS. 

My other 2 R-392's were depot overhauled and put in storage in 1982, I got 
them a couple of years ago and I'm shure they'll still work fine 20 years 
from now... 

I'm not shure whether they'd last with incorrect voltages... 


Regarding the spare tubes - this list was the military requirement for 
stocking spare tubes as part of the field maintenance kit. 

It's always good to stock a few extra tubes for your equipment, just in 
case. 

As far as I know Fair radio has all the tubes for this receiver.

Perhaps Marty will forgive me for jumping in. 


Conventional four-stroke internal combustion piston engines use 
poppet (mushroom shape) valves to open ports in the combustion 
chamber at appropriate phases of the operating cycle to admit 
air/fuel mixture and to allow exit of the burned residue (exhaust) 
after combustion and power stroke. The sleeve valve design uses 
sliding cylindrical sleeves (like moving cylinder liners) between 
the cylinder wall and piston. The sleeves have two horizontal slots 
in them that register with slot shaped ports at the sides of the 
combustion chamber for intake and exhaust. A half-speed shaft 
carrying eccentrics with crankrods coupled to the skirts of the 
sleeves controls the timely registration of the sleeve ports to the 
chamber ports. While a single sleeve could do the job (and some 
engines were thus designed) Willys used the Knight system which 
utilized two sleeves. Apparently this provided far better sealing and 
timing control than the single sleeve, especially important for a 
competitive high compression automotive engine. 


Overall, it's tangible advantage was mechanical silence as there was 
no lash in this type of valve mechanism, unlike that necessary in the 
poppet valvetrain. Whatever other theoretical advantages this system 
may have provided, rebuilding a heavily worn sleeve valve engine was 
an expensive and involved process requiring matching of oversized 
sleeves to cylinder, replacement pistons, ect. Also, any lubrication 
failure could render the engine irrepairably seized. 

BTW, I believe British Daimler was the last to use the Knight engine 
in an automobile. 

One wonders, did J.M. deliberately choose it for whatever reason, or 
was it simply just available for the project? Did the article say?
